A GDF Lieutenant Colonel or Major in overall 
command who has direct access to the Grenada 
Prime Minister . Mauri^fe^shop.

A Superintendent of the Guyanese Police, 
designated Special Branch Adviser, located 
in the Special Branch office, who also has 
direct access to Bishop. (-There is no 
Guyanese police presence elsewhere in the 
Grenada Police). 


2.^ The GDF is giving basic military training to other ranks of 
thgy^eo ples Revolutionary Arro v (PRA) in Grenad a. Twenty members 
of the PRA have been sent to Guyana for officer training by the GDF 
Six members of the Grenada Police are undergoing VIP Protections 
training in Guyana by the Guyanese Special Branch. After they 
have completed this training they may also undergo a basic Special 
Branch course. . /
